INS HIS FAITH 
TO SUN SPOTS. 


SAN FRANCISCO BUREAU OF 
THE TIMES, Feb. 25.—For fourteen 
years Father Jerome 8. Ricard of 
Santa Clara University has been 
engaged in observations and study of 
what might be called astronomal 
meteorology, and, while it is true that 
various astronomers have devoted 
themselves to sun spot research, no- 
body else has gone about it in the 
same way, nor with the same end in 
view. Father Ricard has not only 
gained fame and the popular title of 
“Padre of the Rains” within the last 
two years, but he has labored just as 
assiduously and the large collection of 
data he has amassed has furnished 
him with a unique equipment. 
The “sun spot theory’ of weather 
control, as advanced by Father Ricard, 
has been rejected by several eminent 
astronomers on theoretical grounds, It 
does not accord with any known law. 
The forefasts, nevertheless, are ac- 
cepted by the general public as borne 
out, from month to month, by the ac- 
tual occurrences. If the facts found 
to exist, it must be admitted that there 
is law behind them, in which case the 
law sooner or later will be deter- 
mined. 

Even with Father Ricard the nature 
of the law governing any relationship 
between sun spots our weather is 
matter of conjecture. There has been 
theorizing about electromagnetism; 
but nothing like a solution. 

Dr. George Ellery Hale, the noted 
astronomer who hes specialized on sun 
study, says that the sun's magnetic 
power is lost, that in effect it dies 
away before reaching the earth. Yet 
the distance from the sun to the earth 
is only about 95,000,000 miles; while 
the Ricard system of making weather 
forecasts for February involves influ- 
ences exerted by the planet Uranus at 
a distance of say,1,750,000,000 miles, 
and by the planet Neptune at about 
2.750,00, % miles. Surely these out- 
er planets, so far away and so inaig- 
nificant in comparison with the sun, 
can have no effect on either the sun 
or the earth in accordance with any 
law that is now understood. But Fa-

The sun's physical control of the 
earth and of humanity is not to be 
questioned. Magnetic contro! by sun- 
spots May not exist, the effect of one 
pole neutralizing the effect of another 
at this distance, as Dr. Hale states. 
But outside of the things that are 
known and measured, there may be 
an influence that runs through all 
the solar system, something besides 
magnetism as it is here understood 
and something besides gravitation. If 
the relative positions of distant 
planets are found to coincide unfail- 
ingly with sun spots, and if the sun 
spots similarly coincide with ter- 
restrial storms, then it must be con- 
ceded that a great natural force, now 
unknown, is in existence or that the 
scope of solar magnetic control is 
more extended than the scientists at 
present believe. 

SUMMARY OF RICARD METHOD. 


Here is a condensed summary of 
Father Richard's method of predict- 
ing the weather by sun spots. 

“These spots on the sun rise on 
the estern rim of the luminary, pass 
across its face, disappear around its 
western edge, travel around the other 
side away from the earth and then 
reappear on the east again,” he said. 
“I have found that when a spot is 
three days from disappearing to the 
west, a storm will rise over the Pacific 
Coast, passing thereafter over the 
Rocky Mountains.

IN HEALTH LAW 


Dr. Rucker Emphasizes Need 
of Their Conjunction. 


Declares There Is Too Much 
| Jumbling of Ideas. 


ie Fade and Fanaticiem 
Hamper Public Service. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 25.—Common- 
sense in public health administration 
was emphasized by Assistant Surgeon- 
General W. C. Rucker of the Federal 
public health service in an address 
tonight before the Chicago Medical 
Society. 

“It is proper that we insist upon 
abolishing the common drinking cup,” 
said he, “but when we insist that cups 
furnished to the general public shall 
be sterilized, the question assumes a 
phase as farcical and ridiculous as 
would be the individual doorknob. 

“Commonsense in public-health 
administration comprehends the em- 
ployment of well-trained health offi- 
cers at adequate salaries, sufficient 
funds to administer the laws and spe- 
cifie legislation having as its founda- 
tion the basis of fact and practicabil- 


ity. 

The American people, Dr. Rucker 
said, are awakening to a wholly need- 
less sacrifice to preventable disease 
and there was great danger that the 
public health movement might be at- 
tended by feds and fanaticism.

The situation in Mexico has become in- 
tolerable. It will be to the shame and 
humiliation of the United States if we let 
things drift any longer. Other nations are 
looking to us for action—and they have a 
right to do so. A British subject has been 
brutally murdered, beyond doubt by the 
blood-stained hand of Villa, the rebel chiet- 
tain, himself, Many Americans have been 
killed and thousands of others have lost 
their possessions and been obliged to flee 
the country. Life and property on the bor- 
der are unsafe. Brigandage and Rapine 
stalk through the wretched land seeking 
men and women victims, and there is no 
authority upon which to rely for protection. 
There is naught but anarchy and despair 
in all the northern States of Mexico and in 
the larger part of the so-called republic. 
We know of no country on earth in whicn 
such deplorable and menacing ccnditions 
exist. They cannot be tolerated by tav 
civilized world. Other peoples cannot look 
unconcernedly upon the breeding and dis- 
semination of political and moral pesti- 
lence. 

The United States, under the blundering 
and ineficient leadership of President Wil- 
son, has waited and waited and then waited 
some more, And then it has, by a crown- 
ing act of folly, made things worse by lift- 
ing the embargo on munitions of war and 
permitted the shipment across the border to 
rebel bands of arms and ammgaition which 
may be used against our own ferces, should 
it be necessary for them to cross the line. 
Was such fatuous imbecility ever before 
chronicied in the whole history of American 
statesmanship? The result is that the 
danger to ourselves is imminent, while 
vexed foreign powers are insisting that we 
either take hold of the situation and 
straighten it out, or let them do it—that 
we either fish or cut bait.” 

What shall we do? If the United States 
should decide upon armed intervention 
alone, it would be equivalent to a decilara- 


“Gringo.” If we should enter Mexico with 
an armed force we would have to stay there, 


E athe 


sending a certain quota of troops to Mex- 
ico and assembling a fixed number of ships 
in Mexican waters, all these details to De 
arranged in advance by negotiation—the 
understanding and agreement being that 
the armies and navies be maintained in 
Mexico and her seas only for a time suff 
cient to establish peaceful conditions and 
to recover the indemnities due from the 
government of Mexico to wronged citizens 
of other nations. It would not be proper to 
commit the joint and cooperative move- 
ment to the support of any of the warring 
camps; but the right course would be to 
sustain actual authority in Mexico, -should 
it be existent—for what Mexico needs first 
of all is a stable government, and that can- 
not exist without authority. 

It would be presumptuous to call upon 
foreign powers to take the course herein 
outlined, and The Times does not venture to 
do so. It contents itself with declaring that 
the powers that are interested and our own 
government would be justified in uniting 
in such a policy and suppressing the reign 
of anarchy in Mexican territory—a condi- 
tion which threatens to disturb the tran- 
quillity of other nations and especially to 
spread legions of troubles throughout the 
United States of America, so accessible to 
the brigands, pirates and “reds” now breei- 
ing like mosquitoes on Mexican soil. 

Further delay is not to be thought of. 
Woodrow Wilson, President of the United 
States, and William Jennings Bryan, his 
Secretary of State, have fumbled nh the 
problem and proven absolutely incapable of 
solving it. Carranza certainly is not to be 
trusted with it, and Villa is not to be con- 
sidered in any other light than a red-handed 
bandit. As to Huerta, his hands have been 
tied by the mistakes of Wilson. The mighty 
hands of the great world powers, are, It 
seems to us, the fit repositories of the tre- 
mendous responsibilities involved in grap- 
pling with Mexican pacification and inter- 
national peace and safety. 

The Manchester (England) Guardian 
states the situation logically and compre- 
hensively when it says in substance that 
if England is prohibited from interfering 
in Mexican affairs by the Monroe doctrine 
and the United States refuses to interfere 
then the Monroe doctrine is “an instru- 
ment of international anarchy.” It says

the cable dispatches: 
sponsible, then the United States is. We 
certainly do not wish to drive the United 
States government to intervention, but it 
cannot deny to the powers the right of de- 
fending their interests and at the same time 
refuse to defend them itself.“

His refusal to 
recognize Huerta because he did not ap- 
prove of the method by which Huerta ob- 
gained the Presidency, and his demand that 
Huerta should resign in the face of the fact 
that Huerta was recognized by the great 
powers of Europe, so crippled Huerta that 
he could not obtain in Europe the necessary 
funds to marshal and equip an army nu- 
merous enough to crush the Carranza ban- 
dits before they became as powerful as they 


“If we are not re- 


Wilson’s second and most inexcusable 
error was to withdraw the embargo on the 
border and allow arms for Carranza and 
Villa to be taken in from the United States. 

And now as a nation we are up against a 
pressing quandary, one of momentous im- 
port. How can we avoid the conclusion 
that we must either abandon the Monroe 
doctrine and suffer England 
and Germany to intervene and restore or- 
der in Mexico, or unite and cooperate with 
other world powers in undertaking the task’? 
It is probable that six or eight nations 
would be ready to subscribe to a pro- 
gramme of united intervention—and not one 
of them would desire to retain a foot of 
Mexican territory or ‘o continue the occu- 
pation of Mexico a day longer than abso- 
lutely necessary. To say nothing of the 
compelling and irresistible power that 
would be exercised by the military and 
naval forces in such a combination, the 
psychological effect would be tremendous. 
The pressure would be too great for the 
turbulent elements of Mexico. They would 


LOODS AND THE FUTURE. 

Practically all inconvenience to the 
public from the flood has been eliminated, 
and county officials—with the energy char- 
acteristic of Southern California—have be- 
gun planning such engineering work as will 
prevent future floods in this community. 
The project outlined by District Attorney 
Fredericks would cut a permanent and 
straight channel for the Los Angeles River, 
combine it with the Rio Hondo and con- 
duct the two, between levees, to Alamitos 
Bay instead of to the Los Angeles harbor. 
This would require about fifteen miles of 
artificial channel, but would effectively pre- 
vent washouts and floods in this city and 
surrounding country. 

The. activity of the railroads, city and 
country in so quickly reducing the incon- 
venience to the public deserves commenda- 
In conservative quarters it was es- 
timated that more than a week would de 
needed to repair the railroad tracks so as 
to free traffic from congestion. Practically 
all of the roads are open at present; and 
which suffered extreme 
losses, is working large crews of men and 
plans to have traffic restored to a normal 
basis in a very few days. The local rail- 
way lines, though hit hard, have been able 
to establish all connections and keep their 
lines open since the flood subsided. High- 
ways are being reconstructed and ten- 
porary bridges have gone up, so that motor- 
ists are practically unimpeded. 

The destruction that came with the flood 
has shown with what fine energy and spirit 
the businesses of Southern California face

The Board of Supervisors is keen 
for some such plan, and no doubt will be 
impressed by the excellent reasons for not 
having the- Los Angeles River flow into the’ 
harbor. Government engineers oppose tte 
harbor outlet because of the debris and silt 
that goes into the anchorage, which would 
require constant dredging. * 

That something effective must be done 
is shown, not only by the damage sustained 
in Los Angeles, but vy that which came 
upon the farmers south of the city where 
the flood spread itself over wide areas, iti- 
undating fields, ruining homes and des or 
ing crops. At that point the bed of 4 
river was not deep enough even to begin 
to confine the water and it spread into a 
wide, rushing lake. a 

We are confident that the problem will 
be met and solved with the same efficiency 
that has always been shown by public offi- 
cials and public-spirited citizens when ih 
emergency arose that demanded quick ac- 
tion and co-operation.

The postmaster may not open such letters, 
but he may derive information of their 
fraudulent character from the public adver- 
tisements of the person to whom they are 
addressed, or by whom they were sent, or 
in any other legal way satisfactory to him- 
self. 
The deposit of such letters in the post- 
office is a criminal offense punishable with 
imprisonment. 
The law is a good one. It has been ſu- 
voked with effect against the Public Clear- 
ing Home Company, the American Scheel 
of Magnetic Healing, the Missouri Driig 
Company, the Honduras Lottery Company, 
the New Orleans National Bank, the g- 
terprise Savings Association, and a numbér 
of fake mining and real estate companies. 
It has saved tens and maybe hundreds of 
thousands of dollars to people who other- 
wise would have been the prey of the 
spoilers. 
But it is now proposed to go a step für- 
ther—a step altogether too far. A bill has 
been introduced in Congress to prevent 
“manipulation of securities, all fictitions 
purchases and sales of securities, and AI 
other dealings that are intended, or the 
effect of which is, to deceive or mislead 
the public.” Under it the stock exchanges 
of the country are placed under the supbr- 
vision of the Postmaster-General. If there 
has been a fraud committed by wash or 
fictitious sales between members of the 
stock exchange the letters to and from th® 
offenders may be excluded from transmiis- 
sion or delivery through the mails, although 
the mails were not used directly or indt- 
rectly in aid of the transaction. . 
“There should be,“ said the Saturday 
Evening Post, “no exclusion from, the mails 
except for fraud committed directly by 
their use. To shut a man or an institution 
from the mails because of fraud committed 
elsewhere is to pervert the Postoffice 
partment from its legitimate uses inta a 
vast police tyranny. No one would think 
of excluding even a murderer from the use 
of the mails. His crime is reached and 
‘Dunished by other agencies of the govern- 
ment. By other agencies of the govern- 
ment whatever frauds may be committed in 
a genuine stock exchange should be 
reached. This life-and-death power to K- 
clude from the mails should be exercised 
with the greatest caution. Otherwise it

REE WATER TO 
BEAUTIFY PARKS. 


RIVERSIDE, Feb. 25.—The luxury 
of free water for the beautification 
and maintenance of street parking 
spaces is in sight for the residents and 
property owners of this city for the 
coming fiscal year. The City Council 
and Board of Public Utilities, after a 
conference over the perplexing prob- 
lem of how to Satisfy the insistent 
demand for the elimination of this 
charge, in view of the need of the 
water department for the revenue ir - 
volved, has hit on a plan which it is 
believed will be more equitable to all 
concerned than the donation of the 
service by the department, 

After July 1 the water department 
will be reimbursed monthly for all 
water supplied for parkings, at least 
to the extent of $1500 for the year. 
The appropriation will come out of 
the general funds and as a result of 
its being provided for by general taxa- 
tion, non-resident property owners or 
others who are remiss in the matter 
of keeping up their frontages, will, 
perforce, have a part in helping to 


do beautify their property and in- 
crease the general value of all prop- 
erty by such improvement. 

discontent with the enforce- 
ment of the ordinance with respect to 
the collection of the parking space 
rate developed when the city took 
cover the private systems last July. One 
mall system did not collect the rate 
allowed by the ordinance, and when 
the water department took hold of 
the plants and applied the rates in 
force to all alike, there was com- 
plaint in certain sections of a raise 
in rates. 

This complaint led to a quite gen- 
eral sentiment for free parking space 
water, which will soon be a consum- 
mation, so far as anything a city pro- 
vides can be regarded as “free.” 


MUNICIPAL HOUSECLEANING. 


Mayor Ford made official an- 
ncuncement today of Friday and Sat- 
urday as municipal clean-up days, 
when the teams of the street depart- 
ment will be held in readiness to 
handle all rubbish gathered from va- 
cant lets and back yards. This 
“brighten-up crusade” promises to be 
more generally supported than any 
other previous effort made along this 


line, 

Ihe Beautification Committee of 
the Chamber of Commerce has ar- 
ranged in connection with this cam 
paign for the distribution, for a nom- 
inal sum, of 5000 rose cuttings, de- 
siened tc be planted in parking 
spaces end in front yards. This is a 
part of the programme the commit- 
tee has outlined for the general beau- 
tification of the city by the time the 
crowds begin to arrive for the 1915 
erpositions. 

A unique feature of the clean-up 
campaign will be a broom-and-rake 
parade, led by the Boy Scouts and 
the Campfire Girls. This is sched- 
uled for Friday afternoon, and is ex- 
pected to be effective in enlisting the 
school children in the movement. 

Most of the departments of the 
city are agreed on the wisdom of the 
city’s carrying its own liability under 
the Workmen's Compensation and 
Safety Act. The plan proposed is the 
creation of a fund for meeting lia- 
bilities, all departments to contrib- 
ute their pro-rata share in accord- 
ance with the amount of payroll and 
the hazard which attends the work 
of the respective departments. Using 
the past experience of the city as a 
basis, the city can save a material 
part of its premiums by paying its 
own liabilities, even though the ratio 
of accidents should be largely in- 
creased.

Hibernating Lark Off for San

With the resumption of service on 
the Southern Pacific's coast line last 
night and the promised “bringing in! 
of the Santa Fe's foothill line today 
and of the Salt Lake's main line to- 
morrow, wonders have been worked 
by railroad officials in lifting South- 
ern California from the slough of 
severed traffic connections created by 
the greatest storm in thirty years. 

The first train out for San Fran- 
claco over the coast line was the Lark 
which left here at K o'clock last night. 
It was preceded by a mixed train 
which left for Santa Barbara at 4:45 
o'clock in the afternoon. Two trains 
were also routed out of San Francisco 
over the line and the restoration of 
norma! service is expecteg today. 

By means of cribbing on either ride 
of the San Gabriel River trouble, be- 
ween Duarte and Azusa, the Santa Fe 
xpects to get its foothill line in oper- 
ation today. Stub service was being 
maintained yesterday between here 
and Monrovia and San Bernardino 
and Azusa. As the Santa Fe has 
duplicated lines East, no interruption 
to train service, either for San Fran- 
Cisco or Chicago, has occurred since 
the trouble at Hobart the second day 
of the storm. 

The Salt Lake will positively have 
its line rebuilt tomorrow through the 
Meadow washes. Service is being of- 
fered from here to Las Vegas and Salt 
Lake City to Como. 

No dates for the resumption of 
service on the Southern Pacific's Nord- 
hoff and Santa Paula branches and the 
Sait Lakes San Pedro and Pasadena 
lines have yet been set, though all 
lines will probably be in service the 
coming week.

SCHOOL PATTERN. 


STATE COMMISSIONER DECLARES 
FATAL TO COPY. 


— — — 


Humor One of the Greatest Ren- 
Fun and Vaigarity Go Hand 
in Hand Among the Boys—A Hun- 
ary Boy Wants a Meal Ticket 
Worse Than Education. 


It was an ideal and critical audi- 
ence, filling the auditorium of the 
Polytechnic High School, that greet- 
ed Dr. Margaret Schallenberger, 
State Commissioner of Education, 
yesterday afternoon. Her subject was 
not the dry thing anticipated about 
laws and textbooks: it was a d- 
rect appeal to teachers to, by their 
conduct and personality, make the 
school environment uplifting to the 
children. Prior to being called to the 
State position, the speaker was prin- 
cipal of the normal training school 
at San Jose, and the lecture demon- 
strated that she is peculiarly fitted 
for such a station. She is a remark- 
ably efficient story teller and kept 
her audience interested and amused. 

“The teacher is the biggest part 
of the environment in the school,” 
she said. “Her gentleness, cheerful- 
ness, and all that, make it what it 
should be.” 

She illustrated the folly of trying 
to pattern after somebody else by tell- 
ing an amusing story, and then said: 

“We can’t all be alike. Each one 
may give out,to the children what 
nobody else n give. If you have 
music, hand it out; if you Rave art, 
give it to the children; if you have 
hair that is fluffy and lovely, wash 
it and fix it, and make it more fluffy 
and lovely—be the most attractive 
teacher possible. We cant all be 
beautiful. 

“Cultivate in the children an ap- 
preciation of good humor. I think it 
ought to be in the law that a teacher 
who has no sense of humor should 
not be allowed to teach in the public 
schools.” 

She demonstrated with a series of 
appetizing anecdotes, the utter lack 
of humor, convulsing her audience 
with laughter. 

“lI picked up from the boys,” she 
continued, that fun and vulgarity go 
hand in hand. There is scarcely a 
salacious joke or couplet that has 
not an element of fun in it—it's the 
fun that makes it stay there, rather 
than the vulgarity. Give them more 
good, pure, fine, wholesome fun and 
there'll be less vulgarity.” 

She said there are but two strong 
factors with which teachers have to 
deal—heredity and environment—and 
that everything depended upon get- 
ting the conditions under which a 
bor is compelled to live. 

“If vou are hungry, you don't 
want education—you want a meal 
ticket.” she said. “Why is it we are 
atill groping around trying to find 
out how to use environment? 

“Will is but a habit. We can't go 
on doing the wrong thing and then 
just suddenly turn around. Oh, some 
of the High School boys—poor young 
things—think they can.

Last Sunday afternoon Miss Simon. 
son, who is 20 years of age, and Em- 
met Stranahan of No. 112 Del Mar 
street, about the same age, went out 
‘for a walk south of the city and 
gathered what they believed to be 
some mushrooms. They brought 
them back with them and Mrs. Gas- 
coigne cooked them. They were 
eaten for supper that evening, which 
Was also partaken of by Stranahan. 
A short time afterward Mr. and Mrs. 
Gasco became ill and it was not 
long until both of the younger peo- 
ple complained that they, too. were 
net well. Some of the supposed 
mushrooms had been taken to the 
heme of a neighbor, Edward Linden- 
myer, No. 616 Stevenson avenue, and 
from there the report came that that 
family also had been made ill by 
eating them.

ter came down in torrents. 


The 
state that the floods which did the 


damage at Ganesha Park came from 
Thompson Creek down through” the 
back part of the former Richards 
ranch, through the Vejar lan and 
into the park, running in a south- 
easterly direction. 

The water, which flowed in torrents 
down the streets of Pomona and dam- 
aged fruit orchards northwest of the 
city, came from the overfiow of the 
San Antonio wash. City Engineer 
Bayley believes that the only way 
these floods can be handled properly 
is to have constructed a permanent 
channel in the San Antonio wash, sev- 
eral miles long, from at least aa far 
north as Claremont to a point below 
Pomona. 

Bayley thinks that the channel 
should be constructed semi-V-shaped 
of rocks and cement, about a hundred 
feet wide at the top with slopi sides 
and a level bottom. This will cost 
considerable money, but can be put 
through if the city and abutting 
ranch owners will work together. The 
San Antonio Creek is so shifting, be- 
cause of the changing sands and shal- 
lowness of the present bed, that it is 
not known where the creek in its pres- 
ent shape will turn next.
